Dear Mr. Frost: 


I acknowledge receipt of your letter outlining your concern on 
the Tile Drainage Program. 


Let me assure you that I fully recognize the importance of this 
program and its contribution to the productivity of farmland, At the 
same time, however, the Province is determined to exercise spending 
restraint to control inflation, and I must ensure that funds remain 
available for other programs administered by this Ministry. 


My staff has contacted all participating municipalities to 
identify the extent to which the constraint program was affecting 
municipalities. As a result of the data collected, the Government 
increased the amount of money available for this program by $3.8 
million. This increase in funding should alleviate many problems 
that municipalities are experiencing.

Dear Mayor Dobkin: 


Thank you for your letter dated May 4, 1976 concerning 
the provision of Noise Exposure Forecast (NEF) Contours for 
Toronto International Airport (TIA), Malton. 


I am pleased to advise you that detailed work on noise 
exposure forecast maps for Toronto International Airport is well 
underway and we expect these maps to be available to CMHC, Municipal 
and Provincial authorities shortly. 


You will appreciate that the development of these 
contours involves time-consuming accumulation and analysis of large 
amounts of data. Further, now that the Government of Canada has 
deferred the decision to develop a new international airport in the 
Toronto area, the future role of TIA (Malton) has became less 
certain. This has made it more difficult to develop reasonable 
forecasts of the aircraft activity at Malton and to obtain a 
reasonably accurate appreciation of the conditions which underlie 
calculations of noise exposure in the surrounding areas. 


aircraft on noise-sensitive rumways was an additional task causing 
further delay to the process of forecasting the noise exposure for 
Malton. 


Transport Canada is also in the process of developing 
Noise Exposure Forecasts for the Windsor, Hamilton, and Toronto Island 
i . These forecasts are vital input to important decisions 
which have to be made, si to the ones your city is facing. It 
is unfortunate that the coincidence of all these planning tasks has 
resulted in delays in providing your planning staff with the information 
it needs.

I have since received a reply dated May 27, 1976 from the Hon. Otto 
Lang. A complete copy of the text of that letter is enclosed. 


The Transport Minister in his closing remarks states, with respect to 
Toronto International Airport, that there are no plans at resent to 
change the current flight curf ews or to construct a fourth runway on 
the site. 


However, there is one disquieting note in that the Hon. Mr. Lang points 
out that the Federal Government believes that additional airport facilit- 
ies will be required for Toronto by 1980. He also states that the Ontario 
Government's withdrawal of support for the Pickering proposal means 

that the reauired additional facilities will not be available by 1980 

to meet this need. 


The Federal Government appears committed to meeting the air traffic 
needs of the Toronto area but until the concept of Pickering or a 
second airport is resolved the possibility of expansion at Toronto 
International Airport can not be completely removed.

Thank you for your letter of April 7, 1976 
in which you expressed concern regarding the Toronto 
International Airport. 


First of all, with respect to the curfew at 
the airport, Transport Canada shares your concern relative 
to the aircraft noise that you and other members of your 
community are experiencing and has implemented several 
measures to alleviate the problem wherever possible. In 
this regard there will be no relaxation of the night 
restrictions in effect at Toronto. However, these 
restrictions do not constitute a complete operational 
curfew. As you know, the restricted hours are from 
11 p-m. to 7 a.m. for chartered flights and 12 p.m. 
to 7 a.m. for scheduled flights, and during these times 
no heavy turbo-jet airline type operations are permitted 
except under the following circumstances:~ . 


(a) Scheduled flights which were in effect 
at the time the restrictions were 
established have been permitted to 
continue; nowever, airlines cannot 
introduce any new schedules involving 
operations during tne restricted period. 


(b) Flights which have encountered delays 
because of weather or technical diffi- 
culties are normally permitted to 
operate during these hours, subject to 
the concurrence of Transport Canada's 
Regional authorities.

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(c) All flights operating during the restricted 
period must use certain preferential cor- 
ridors and runways for arrivals and 
departures. 


Lveiy cffort is made by Transport Canada to keep 
aircraft operations to a minimum during the restricted 
period, and to distribute traffic as evenly as possible 
to all runways during daylight hours), nevertheless there 
are times, such as the peak Christmas holiday season, or 
when aircraft are diverted to Toronto because of 
deteriorating weather conditions at their destination 
airport, when some increase is unavoidable. At these 
times Regional officials are permitted to use discretion 
in granting any relaxation of the restrictions in effect 


at Toronto. 


The Government of Canada holds to the view that 
additional airport facilities will be necessary for Toronto 
by 1980. Despite the world economic slowdown in 1975, 
Malton's traffic volumes were maintained at 1974 levels, 
and did not experience the contraction noted at many of 
the world's airports. Traffic volumes are still 
considerably ahead of forecasts. In the United States, 
renewed air traffic growth is paralleling economic 
recovery at the present time. 


However, the decision by the Province of Ontario 
to withdraw its support for the Pickering airport at this 
time means that additional airport facilities can no longer 
be available by 1980. 1 am therefore left with no alter- 
native but to consider how best to utilize the existing 
facilities at Malton, and those that will be constructed 
in completion of the program originally announced in 1969. 
The program includes modifications to Terminal I, the 
expansion of Terminal Ii, the building of a parking 
structure and modifications to the internal roadways. 


Air travel is not simply a convenience to its 
users - rather it has economic ramifications which could 
be of considerable importance to those who reside and work 
in the Toronto region, but who travel by air rarely or not 
at all. The Federal Government cannot wilfully commit to 
a course of action that would hamper the ability of 
Toronto to compete with other cities in North America in 
attracting jobs which are needed in Canada.

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I shall, therefore, continue to consider ways 
to make more use of the airport such as by spreading out 
arrival times. However, again there are no plans at 
present to change the current restrictions on night-time 
operations or to construct a fourth runway on the site. 
You may be assured that in considering alternatives, 
the concerns you raise regarding airport noise will be 
taken fully into account, and the Ministry of Transport 
will continue to develop and implement procedures that 
will do all possible to alleviate the incidence of noise 


disturbance.

A new application, being the application in 
File 02-62-75, was filed in September of 1975 and by our 
letter of September 26, 1975 we again requested notice of 
all further meetings in connection with that application. 


On the 19th day of November, 1975S we attended 
on behalf of our client at a meeting of Planning Committee 
again with the intention of opposing the application on its 
merits. At that meeting there was no discussion on the merits 
of the application from the planning point of view and no 
evidence was called or discussion held or representations 
taken on the merits of the application. At that time the 
applicant advised that it wished te withdraw its application 
because of the possibility of a second retail food store 
opening in Westwood Mall, and in the result, solely on this 
basis, Planning Committee indicated that it would recommend 
refusal of the application provided a commitment to build 
a second food store on the Westwood Mall site was received 
within sixty days, and further that if such commitment was 
not received, then the application before them be reconsider- 
ed and a further public meeting called. 
2 Following this meeting our client has proceeded 
with due dispatch and at considerable expense to not only 
enter into commitments which permit the building of a second 
food store in Westwood Mall, but to almost fully complete 
documentation of a complex nature under which they would 
lease a new large food supermarket premises in Westwood Mall 
and permit their existing premises to be operated as a second 
food supermarket.

We further understand that implementing by-laws 
are in the course of preparation and that in the normal 
course these will be put before General Council with no 
further meetings or hearings. 


We frankly cannot understand how this matter 
could have been proceeded with in this fashion with no 
notice whatsoever to our client, and it does seem to us 
that aside from an apparent disregard for the efforts and 
expense put forward by our client, the matter has been 
handled in a manner contrary to the intent and the express 
requirements of The Planning Act and The Regional Municipality 
of Peel Act. We would suggest that once the application was 
referred to Planning Committee, it was encumbent upon Council 
to ensure that that Committee consider the matter properly ~ 
on its merits, having held public hearings on proper notice, 
and make its recommendation in proper form to the Council. 


The matter is of course one of substantial 
concern to our client and we can only request once more that

Would you please include this item with the agenda for Council 
meeting of August 9th, 1976. 


At the General Committee meeting of August 4th a Mr. Jack 
Foster was heard as a delegation on this topic. 


The Ward Councillor, while saying that he felt a mistake had 
been made on the neighbouring Queen Frederica, also said that he supported 
all way stops on Constitution and would have a motion before Council today 
instituting these. 


The local Councillor has not had dialogue with the Homeowners 
Association on this subject, nor, in fact, on any other subject, so though 
unsolicited, we would like to put our position on record. 


To refresh your memory, at the Council meeting of September 8, 
1975 a motion was made by the then Councillor Gregory to provide for three 
way stop signs to be installed at four additional locations on Queen 
Frederica between Bloor Street and Dundas. This motion was passed unanimously 
and had resulted from dialogue that Councillor Gregory had had with both the 
residents of that street and the Homeowners Association. The residents had 
taken up the petition and the Homeowners Association was merely the vehicle 
for transmitting their concerns to Council. 


As their spokesman I said then to Council and I say again, 
that stop signs are merely a "stop gap" solution and the long term solution 
would be traffic lights at the intersection of Dundas & Tomken Road.

The insertion of the signs on Queen Frederica has resulted 
in some criticisms, not, funnily enough from where we anticipated, the 
residents of the street complaining about the noise of the traffic stopping 
and starting, but rather from other residents of the community who fume at 
the inconvenience and the frequency of the signs. The biggest complaint 
is about the one at Dundix which is beside the Senior Citizens apartments 
and only a few feet from Dundas Street. The City insisted on one here and 
this will probably prove right with the increased flow on Dundix from the 
new townhouses. This however is no appeasement to the many people who have 


been ticketed for driving through this one. 


The Homeowners Association are in sympathy with and in support 
of the residents of Constitution Boulevard but we are concerned that here 
we are a year later still asking for the lights at the bottom of Tomken. 
The excuse last year was that the road had to be widened and improved. This 


has now been done. 


The Ward Councillor has said that traffic lights are planned 
at this intersection but we recall how long it took to get the lights on 
Burnhamthorpe Road at Fieldgate even after they were approved and on stream. 
We understand from the Engineering Dept. that there is no money in the 1976 
budget for traffic lights at Tomken Road. 


All we want, and the local residents want is that the traffic 
generated from outside the subdivision to be streamed across the arterial 
roads of either Burnhamthorpe Road or Bloor Street (not Flagship either 
thank you) and down either Tomken Road or Dixie Road. 


Councillor Murray admits that he too is guilty of using 
Constitution as a short cut even though Applewood Place sits on the inter- 
section of the two arterial roads of Bloor and Dixie. 


Residents from outside the community will not be encouraged 
to use Tomken until the lights are installed and they can make a left turn 
to go eastbound on Dundas Street. 


If these lights are not 2 priority item in 1976, I can assure 
you that they should be and will be a top priority item in 1977.

As a result of this action, the traffic volumes have 
j increased significantly on Constitution Blvd as was

The basic cause of this cut-through traffic is that

} travel eastbound along Dundas Street East into 
Metropolitan Toronto are avoiding the two key inter- 
sections - Cawthra Road and Dixie Road - because 
existing congestion causes considerable delays to 
traffic travelling from the north. Because of the

While acknowledging that the installation of all-way 
stop signs on Constitution Blvd will deter motorists 
from using this route, the implications of this 
approach may be undesirable as the only choice left 
for the commuter is : 


Add to the existing congestion at the Cawthra Road and 
Dixie Road intersections, or 


Attempt to exit from the unsignalized intersection at 
the south end of Tomken Road, thereby increasing the 
risk of accidents (in 1975 there were eight accidents 
here). 


There are three alternatives available as positive moves 
to reduce the amount of cut-through traffic on 
Constitution Blvd. : 


Removal of all-way stop signs on Queen Frederica Drive. 


Installing all-way stop signs on Constitution Blvd to 
deter cut-through traffic. 


Installing traffic signals at the intersection of Tomken 
Road and Dundas Street East - because of the high volume 
of traffic on Dundas Street, it is very undesirable to 
construct these signals without incorporating a left turn 
lane at the same time, otherwise this will create a point 
of congestion. Because Tomken Road is closer to the 
actual path of this traffic, this action would appear to 
be beneficial and would have the greatest impact on 
relieving the problem. At present however, existing 
volumes are not great enough to warrant traffic signals. 


In addition the following measures will affect traffic 
volumes on Tomken Road, Constitution Blvd and Queen 
Frederica Drive : 


Increasing the capacity of the Dixie Road/Dundas Street 
East intersection - this will involve a major reconstruction 
project as traffic signals cannot be optimized any more, and 


Increasing the capacity of the Cawthra Road/Dundas Street 
East intersection - the southbound advance green has been 
increased to permit more use of this turn. Monies for 
major modifications to the signal equipment at this inter- 
section to make it more traffic responsive have been 
included in the 1976 Traffic Signal Program.

It should be noted however, that this action may cause 
problems elsewhere as in the case of the Queen Frederica 
Drive stop signs. 


It is anticipated that traffic volumes will increase on 
Tomken Road resulting from : 


Existing stop signs on Queen Frederica Drive 


Completion of the reconstruction of Tomken Road to 4 
four lane facility from Dundas Street northerly 


Proposed stop signs on Constitution Blvd 


Accordingly, it is anticipated that signal warrants will 

be met at Dundas Street and Tomken Road as these volumes 
increase due to the diversion of the traffic created by 

the all way stop signs. It is strongly recommended that 
these signals not be installed without the appropriate 

left turn storage facilities on Dundas Street, as experience 
has shown that signalized intersections operate quite 
unsatisfactorily and cause delays especially to arterial 
traffic where no left turn storage facilities are provided. 
(e.g. Hurontario Street and Central Parkway). 


If warrants are met for traffic signals at Dundas Street 
and Tomken Road, this intersection can be included in the 
1977 Traffic Signal Program. However, no funds have been 
allocated for road widenings to facilitate left turn 
storage on Dundas Street and until such are provided 
Dundas Street and Tomken Road should not be signalized.

On July 8, 1976, the Region of Peel Council approved the following 
recommendation of the Committee: 


"That the City of Mississauga be urged to agree to the deferral 
of the reconstruction of Tomken Road between Burnhamthorpe Road 
and Eglinton Avenue for a period of two or three years or so, 
until specific, or at least more specific, information is avail- 
able with respect to the plans for the development of the lands

COMMENTS - cont'd. 1. Tomken Road reconstruction was originally proposed and approved 
by City Council for construction in the current 1976 Programme. 
The design criteria was submitted for Ministry of Transportation 
and Communications review in 1975 and this approval has since 
been obtained. 


The construction proposal approved by the Ministry of Trans- 
portation and Communications for Tomken Road provides for a 
four-lane paved concrete curb and gutter section, 48 ft. in 
width, to be installed along the entire 6,800 ft. length. An 
intermediate roadway allowance of 86 ft. is being acquired to 
accommodate this proposal. Construction drawings indicating 
the proposal have been forwarded to the various Authorities 
for their review and approval and these have all been obtained, 

-. with the exception of the Regional Municipality of Peel and 
the Ontario Municipal Board. 


2. Funds for the necessary land acquisition were included in the 
1975 Capital Programme and the Region was notified of the 
°* City’s intentions to reconstruct in 1976. On June 2, 1976, 
the detailed design plans were forwarded to the Region of Peel 
and it was at that time that their concern with regard to a 
| proposed sanitary sewer was raised. The various alternatives 
with regard to this sanitary sewer are detailed in the photo- 
copy of Mr. Anderson's report, attached. 


3. A recent resolution of the City of Mississauga Council adopted 
a Planning Department report that all development applications 
affecting lands in the North/North Dixie area be released for 
processing. A secondary plan has been previously approved for 
this area and therefore the major road patterns have been es- 
tablished which has resulted in a number of subdivision pro- 
posals for development in the area bounded by Eglinton, Burn- 
hamthorpe, Tomken and the Etobicoke Creek being received. 


4. The City is presently tendering the reconstruction of Eglinton 
Avenue from Tomken Road to the Etobicoke Creek. In order to 
provide an additional much needed north/south arterial, it is 
essential that Tomken be reconstructed in 1976, if the City 
has any hope of adhering to its Five-Year Capital Programme 
and meeting its subsidy allocation commitments. In addition, 
Tomken will serve as an effective detour system during the 
construction of Highway 403 in the Cawthra area.

COMMENTS - cont'd. Due to the delays which have been experienced on this project, 
it is essential that a decision be reached by City Council on 
August 9th and by Regional Council on August 12th if the project 
is to proceed. Otherwise, the finalization of details along with 
the tendering interval, etc., would result in too late a start 
in the construction season for a project of this magnitude. 


There appears to be a number of alternatives available to Council. 
Three of these are detailed as follows: 


1. Defer all the work until the road reconstruction and sanitary 
sewer projects can be undertaken as a joint contract. In the 
opinion of this department, this does not seem logical in 
view of development in this area and Council's recent decision 
to release the area for further processing. 


2. Proceed with the reconstruction of Tomken Road to the original 

section proposed and have the Region construct the sanitary 

- sewer, including the connections at a later date. This option 
does not appear to be desirable as the main sewer trunks and 
sanitary laterals would cause a poor cosmetic appearance in a 
running surface with resulting trench settlements. Property 
owners would be inconvenienced by a second project following 
on the heels of the roadway construction and the restoration 
of the works by the Region would be costly. In addition, 
problems may also be experienced with the septic tanks during 
the road reconstruction phase since these are in front of the 
existing homes in many cases. 


3. Reconstruct Tomken Road from Burnhamthorpe Road to Eglinton 
Avenue to a partial construction stage. This would basically 
consist in four lanes of granular with base course asphalt 
on two of the lanes. This would permit the Region to settle 
on the location of their sanitary sewer and to prepare drawings 
and tender the sanitary sewer works over the winter period with 
funding in the 1977 Programme. The base course on the two 
remaining lanes along with the final asphalting would then be 
done after the sanitary sewer work.

The City of Mississauga plans to reconstruct Tomken Road between 
Burnhamthorpe Road and Eglinton Avenue this year. There are 63 
homes on this road and all are served by septic tank systems. 
Notification of the proposed road works has prompted the residents 
to circulate a petition for sanitary sewers and this petition is 
signed by 33 residents. This does not meet the two-thirds 
requirement of the Local Improvement Act; however, judging by 
the nurber of recent telephone calls received from other residents, 
we believe that a further petition would yield the necessary 
two-thirds in favour. We are also advised by residents who have 
called that many septic tank systems do not function properly 
during the winter and spring seasons. A further factor to be 
considered is that there are a number of septic tile fields on

Tomken Road is being reconstructed to four lanes. When the North 

| Dixie Community develops, Tomken Road will be a reverse frontage 

road for the rost part. Many of the existing homes will, no doubt, 

be removed and their lands will become part of development } 
| fronting on internal streets. Since road patterns have not yet 
been finalized for the North Dixie Community, it is difficult to 
predict ultimate sewer routes. In other words, all of Tomken Road 
may not require sanitary sewers; and the outlets chosen today may 
not be compatible with outlet locations which would be built to 
serve new developrent.

This would 
eventually require installing a sanitary sewer under the 
Tomken Road paverent; however, total costs would likely 
be less than Alternative 1. 


3) Pre-sewer the whole length of Tomken Road in conjunction 
with the City's roac reconstruction project at a total 
estimated cost of $270,000. When development takes place, 
outlets would be provided and the Tomken Road sewer made 
available to the residents.
